Wasnineton, March 24.—The fun- 
eral services over the remains of the 
tate General Joseph E. Johnstop, al- 
most the last of the great commanders 
of the Confederacy, took place ia this 
city this morning. By request of the 
deceased, the ceremonies were devoid 
of ostentation or unnecessary formality 
and the simplicity of the services were 
in character with the man. There 
was no display of uniforms or battle 
flags or military trappings, and as the 
family of the deceased declined the 
request of a number of Confederate 
veteran associations to participate for- 
mally, the interment was private be- 
yond a large attendance of distin- 
guished persons. There were no ser- 
vices at the residence of the deceased, 
but just before 11 o’clock the remains 
were taken to St. John’s Episcopal 
Church, accompanied by the family 
and near friends. Of these there were 
in attendance ex-Governor McLane of 
Maryland and James McLane, 
brothers-in-law of the dead man; Dr. 
Joseph P. Johnston, Mrs. Taliaferro, 
his niece, with her son and daughter, 
and George Ben Johnston, a grand 
nephew.

The casket was a plain one covered 
with black cloth and without orna- 
mentation. The silver plate bore the 
inscription ‘‘Joseph E. Johnston, born 
February 23, 1807; died March 21, 
1891.”’ 

St. John’s Church was crowded to 
its utmost capacity with the delegation 
of Confederates and difficrent societies 
and many prominent people of Wash- 
ington. The services were conducted 
by Rev. Dr. Douglass, rector of the 
church, and were confined ‘to the 
simple Episcopalian burial services of 
the dead. 

At the conclusion of the services the 
remains were remoyed to the Balti- 
more & Potomac station, and left here 
on the 12:10 train for Baltimore, where 
the body will be interred in Green- 
.mount Cemetery in that city. 

Bartmore, March 24.—When the 
body of General Johnston arrived here 


his old soldiers were at the railroad 
station and bared their heads as the 
coffin was borne past them. The re- 
mains were laid at rest by the side of 
his wife in Greenmount Cemetery.

Wasuineton, March 24.—Secretary 
of State Blaine received a letter from 
Governor Nichols of Louisiana this 
morning, dated March 21st, of which 
the following is a copy: 

Sir: Atalate hour-on the 15th 
inst. I received a dispatch from you 
having reference to the forcible break- 
ingin, on the 14th of this month, of 
the jail in this city and the killing of 
eleven persons confined therein, under 
indictments found in the criminal 
District Court for the parish of New 
Orleans. You stated to me it had 
been represented to the President by 
the Minister of Italy, accredited to the 
government of the United States; that 
among the killed on that occasion 
were three or four subjects of the 
King of Italy. The telegrams dis- 
closed the apprehension on the part 
of the minister, evidently shared in 
by the President, that the disturbance 
was outrageous and the swelling dis- 
turbance might involve in it, alien 
subjects in New Orleans. I have rea- 
son to believe the hope expressed by 
the President, that I would co-operate 
with him in maintaining the obliga- 


| tiong of the United States towards the 
| Italian subjects who might be within 


the perils of the excitement and that 


a further violation’ and bloodshed 


might be prevented, was based upon 
that. belief. The President further 
expressed the hope that all the offend- 
ers might be promptly brought to jus- 
tice. On the 16th inst. I telegraphed 
you there was no excitement in the 
city at that time and then I saw no 
reason to anticipate further trouble; I 
also stated the action takén was di- 
rected against particular individuals, 
and that the race or nationality of par- 
ties did not enterasa factor in the 
disturbance. What has passed since 
the date of that dispatch and the opin- 
ion then entertained as to the termi- 
nation of the trouble has proved to 
have been well founded. The men 
killed, as I have stated, were confined 
in prison, under indictments found in 
the criminal District Court for the 
the Sheriff

that Court; the Judge thereof had 
charged the Grand Jury now in ses- 
sion in regard to the matterand the 
whole subject is, I assume, now under 
investigation by that body.

Senator 
Emmitt was particularly zealous 
in looking after the county’s in-<er- 
est. He was busy in and out of 
season in his advocacy of measures 
that the people demanded, and did 
his full dt.ty as a Senator, and that 
he did not accomplish more was 
no fault of his. 

While we opposed Mr. Foley for 
the nomination, believing that we 
were right, and we believe so still, 
it is not our purpose to detract 
from him one iota of the credit 
that is due. He voted asthe peo- 
ple of his county wanted ‘him to, 
and seemed to show a disposition 
to get at the true wants ani needs 
of his constituents, He was instru- 
mental in having the pubiic meet- 


ings called that were held last wiu- 


ter,and every vole that he cast was 
in accordance with the wishes ex 
pressed at those meetings, and 
Washoe has no fault to find with 
her Senators. 

In the Assembly, Leeper, Kinney 
and Thompson were ever zealous 
in guarding Washoe’s interests. 
Kinney and Leeper were always on 
hand at roll call, and did good 
work. Their inexperience in leg- 
islative matters made them shy in 
the early part of the session, but 
efier they got an insight into the 
work they were ready to stand be- 
tween the people and harmful leg- 
islation. If we had been in 
Mr. Thompson’s place we would 
have opposed the passage of the 
bill creating a Board of. Assessors 
and Equalization, but as no’ two 
men see things justalike we will 
suspend final judgment until the 
measure has been given a fair 
trial. He did the county good 
service in other directions, and the 
people have reason to congratulate 
themselves on the delegation that 
they sent to the Assembly. The 
idle threats that were made in 
answer to the GAZETTE’s criticism 
were not carried out in any partic- 
ular. While there were members 
in both branches that would have 
gladly given Washoe a black eye 
to punish us for our course, they 
did not have the nerve to attempt 
it even, and the appropriations 
would have been made all the 
same if we had had no representa- 
tive at all, unless it was the meas- 
ure appropriating five thousand 
dollars to the Agricultural Society. 


NEVADA has been down in the 
dumps for five years or more, and 
the reason for it was a combina- 
tion of circumstances that no man 
could foresee or forestall. In the 
first place things on the Comstock 
were at a standstill, and it looked 
as if the bottom had dropped out; 
the succession of years of drouth 
made it impossible to run the mills 
on the Carson river more thana 
few months annually; the low 
price of cattle, followed by the se- 
vere winter of 1889-90, which killed 
offa large percentage of the live 
stock, gave the industry a black 
eye and made the “cattle kings” 
of the latter part of the 70’s and 
early 80’s sweat blood, many of 
them going nearly broke; farm 
products were low and our people 
were discouraged. But to-day_the 
outlook is bright for Nevada’s fa- 
ture—it never was brighter at any 
time in its history. The last two 
wiuters have had their effect upon 
the mining industry and agricul- 
tural parsuits, for. they haye piled 
up snow in the mountains to last 
two or three years, which insures 
enough water to run the mills and 
furnish all that is necessary for 
crops; the mines on the Comstock 
are looking up, the State is being 
rapidly re-stocked with sheep and 
- @attle, and a healthy feeling is 
prevalent in all parts, andif we 
get another railroad a boom will 
at once be started, and the brave 
men who have hung tenaciously to 
waning industries during the years

LAWS OF NEVADA. 

Passed at the Fifteenth Session 
of the Nevada Legisitature, End- 
ivg March 19, 1891. 

The Gazette continues to-day the 
publication of the laws enacted py the 
last Legislature. Those of only local, 
character are given in brief synopsis, 
while any of general interest will be 
given in full:

[Approved,February 5, 1891.] 
The People of the State of Nevada, 
represented in Scnate and Assem- 
bly, do enact as follows: 


Section 1. Section two of an Act 
entitled ‘“An Act relating to marriage 
and divorce,’’ approved November 28, 
1861, as amended March 5, 1867, is 
hereby amended so as to read as fol- 
lows: 

Sec. 2. Male persons of the age of 
ears, and female persons of 
the age of sixteen years, not nearer of 
kin than sécond cousins or cousins of 
the half blood, and not Laving a hus- 
band or wife living, may be joined in 
marriage; provided, always, that 
maie persons under the age of twenty 
one years, and female persons under 
the age of eighteen vears, shall first 
obtain the consent of their fathers, 
respectively, or in case of the death 
or incapacity of their fathers, then of 
their mothers or guardians; and pro- 
vided, further, that nothing in this 
Act shall be construed so as to make 
the issue of any marriage illegitimate 
if the person or persons shall not be 
of lawful age. 

CHAP. IV. 

An Act to authorize the County 
Commissioners of Eureka county to 
levy a tax of 10 cents on each $100 
valuation in Eureka Road District. 

CHAP. VII. 

Granting leave of absence for four 
months to J. W. Guthrie, Assessor of 
Humboldt county.

PROFESSOR OF AGRICULTURE. 


An Bminent Man Secured fer Our 
Experiment Station. 


Professor McDowell, whose arrival 
in Reno was mentioned briefly in the 
GazeTre, is thus spoken of in the 
News of Colorado: 

‘Ransom H. McDowell, B. &., 
has accepted a call to the University 
of Nevada to take the position of Pro- 
fessor of Agriculture and Agriculturist 
of the State Experiment Station. For 
the past three years Professor McDow- 
ell has oceupied a position at the Colo- 
rado State Agricultural College as as- 
sistant to the agricultural department 
of the experiment station. Professor 


McDowell is a graduate of the Michi- 
gan State Agricultural College, class 
of 1874. He received his training io 
experimental work under Dr. Manly 
Miles, who was at that time one of the 
foremost men in that line in the 
United States. From 1877 to 1880 
Mr. McDowell was assistant to the 
farm department of the Michigan Ag- 
ricultural College, having in charge 
the experimental work and giving 
ractical instruction to the studénts. 
‘rom 1880 to 1882 he was assistant to 
the State farm connected with the 
Michigan reform school, and from 
1882 to 1888 he was superintendent in 
full charge. This position he resigned 
to accept the position of assistant at 
the Colorado State Experiment Sta- 
tion. During his stay at the Colorado 
college, Professor McDowell has done 
valuable service and made himself 
thoroughly familiar with the methods 
of experimentation. Nevada, appre- 
ciating his worth, reaches out and 
takes him at more than double the 
salary paid bim in Colorado. Nevada 
is to be congratulated on securing a 
careful, conscientious experimenter, a 
thorough and active worker, a cultured 
gentleman and a most excellent citi-

The burial at Cohasset to-day of the 
mortal remains of Lawrence Barrett 
brings to memory his first appearance 
on this coast in 1866, when, with 

John McCullough, the old Maguire 

Opera House on Washington street in 

San Francisco was the scene of their 

earliest triumphs. ‘Lhe stock com- 

pany which supported them at that 
time contained players of sterling 
worth, and the plays were put upon 

the stage in a manner that insured a 

treat at every presentation. In the 

company were Harry Edwards, An- 
derson, Barry, E. J. Buckley, Harry 

Jackson and John Wilson among the 

men, and Alice Kingsbury, Lady Don, 

Mrs. Judah, Mrs. Buckley, Jeffreys 

Lewis, Mra. Jackson and others 


among the ladies, and all were then 
in the prime of youthful vigor, save, 
perhaps, Mrs. Judah, who was even 
then playing leading old lady with a 
dignity that betokened age. 

During the winter of 1866 Barrett 
and McCullough supported Alice 
Kingsbury in her eventfull engage- 
ment as Fanchon. They took the 
parts respectively of Didier and Lau- 
dry Barbeau, and perhaps at that time 
laid the foundation for that confidence 
that secured for them the friendship 
of Ralston and the building of the old 
California Theater, which stood for 
nineteen years on the spot where now 
stands the new one. 

They were both in the vigor of ro- 
bust manhood then, ambitious and 
energetic, and’ their certain advance- 
ment was checked only by the isolated 
field cf their operations. They put 
forth their best efforts in securing the 
early completion of the California, 
and when the scenery was to be or- 
dered, they both went to New York 
to give it their special supervision. It
